NEW PUBLICATIONS issued in August: 

SURVEY OF HANDICAPPED PERSONS, AUSTRALIA, FEBRUARY-MAY 1981 (PRELIMINARY) (4342.0) 
contains statistics on handicapped persons in Australia classified by severity and area of handicap, State, sex, age and 
whether the handicapped person is living in a household or a health establishment. 


PERSONS AGED 50-69 YEARS CEASING FULL-TIME WORK, AUSTRALIA, MAY 1980 (6238.0) contains 
information about full-time labour force (persons aged 50 to 69 years only) ceasing full-time work. It also includes details 
of age or expected age at time of leaving full-time labour force, age at the time of survey, superannuation or life insurance 
coverage, main source of income after ceasing full-time work and time since left full-time labour force. 


RESEARCH AND EXPERIMENTAL DEVELOPMENT : ENERGY PRODUCTION, UTILISATION AND 
CONSERVATION, ALL SECTORS, AUSTRALIA, 1979-80 (8110.0) contains estimates of the expenditure and 
manpower resources devoted to energy R&D activity carried out in Australia. 


ATTITUDES TO PENALTIES FOR CRIME, NEW SOUTH WALES, OCTOBER 1980 (4504.1) contains a summary 
of the results of a sample survey on community attitudes towards the purpose of imprisonment, penalties for various 
specific offences, and schemes for the temporary release of prisoners. 


THE DENTAL HEALTH OF SOUTH AUSTRALIANS, OCTOBER 1980 (4303.4) contains statistics for adults and 
children classified by age groups, frequency of dental checkups, service performed at last dental visit, dental insurance 
and entitlement to free treatment. The publication also contains statistics on health benefit card holders, the type of 
dentures used by them, and their opinions on the need for denture replacement by those with dentures. 


BUILDING ACTIVITY, SOUTH AUSTRALIA, SEPTEMBER AND DECEMBER QUARTERS 1980 (8708.4) 
contains results of a new quarterly sample survey which replaces the previous quarterly building operations census.
